Friday night that the airlines 
and the leadership" of the~AFLr 
CIO International Association of 
Machinists had reached a tenta- 
tive settlement. 


Airlines accepted many thou- 


sands of reservations. The bub-

ment. 


Mass cancellations of reserva- 


tions resulted. 


Disappointment also was keen 


for the airlines, which are suf- 
fering 
heavy losses, and for

The rest, the Louisville Couri- 


er-Journal reported, had raised 
their hands when he asked how 
many thought Speck should be 
committed to a mental institu- 
tion on the grounds of insanity. 


The incident points up the dif- 


ficulty of assuring the accused 
in a widely publicized criminal 
case a fair trial. 


What makes the Speck case 


particularly significant is that it 
follows two historic Supreme 
Court decisions. 


In one, the court cited "preju- 


dicial news accounts" in ruling 
that Dr. Samuel H. Sheppard 
did not get a fair trial in the 
bludgeon slaying of his first 
wif e. 


I) the other, the court im- 


posed a series of restrictions on 
police questioning of suspects, 
including the rule that the sus- 
pect must be told of Us right to 
remain silent and to have a law- 
yer at his side. 


As a result, Chicago author-

THE WELL CHILD® 
Live-Virus Vaccine Best 
For First Immunization

If your child has been im- 


munized against measles, it is 
very important that you keep 
a record, not only of the fact 
that he was so treated but also 
of the type of vaccine used. If 
he was given the killed virus 
v a c c i n e , his immunity may 
disappear after three or four 
years. Unfortunately, a boost- 
er with a live-virus vaccine 
would be very likely to cause 
a severe reaction—high fever 
and a very sore arm. 


Authorities now 
conclude 


that the best plan is to use the 
live-virus vaccine on all chil- 
dren who have not previously 
been immunized against mea- 
sles and to use the killed virus 
vaccine only on those who 
need a booster after immuni- 
zation with this type of vac- 
cine. The live-virus v a c c i n e 
has the advantage of confer- 
ring a more-lasting immunity. 


Q—Our 2 </2-year-old son has 


had r i n g w o r m for over a 
year. It goes away as long as 
we use the ointment the doc- 
tor prescribed, but when we 
stop it comes back. How does 
one get ringworm? Is there 
any cure? When the sores get 
raw, is there a danger of can- 
cer? 


A—Ringworm is a group of 


fungus infections. The causa- 
tive organisms thrive in warm, 
moist areas of the skin and 
are found in most households. 
Although it is mildly conta- 
gious, it can usually b e as- 
sumed that all members of a 
household are e x p o s e d but 
some are more resistant than 
others. It will not become can- 
cerous. 


The disease usually starts 


with itching blebs, which may 
occur singly or in coalescing 
clusters.

cate, although keeping it un- 
der control may be fairly easy. 
The newer drugs (lolnaftate 
solution and acrisorcin oint- 
ment) may give a b e t t e r 
c h a n c e for permanent cure 
than some of the older reme- 
dies. 


Q—My sister says her baby 


was suffering from a lack of 
alcohol in his blood. Could this 
be true? 


A—There are more than 30 


different alcohols listed in my 
medical dictionary, but 1 know 
of none that are essential to a 
baby's blood. 


Q—Our y o u n g son devel- 


oped a lot of lumps. Examina- 
tion of a biopsy s p e c i m e n 
showed granuloma annulare. 
What causes this and what is 
the best treatment? 


A—The cause of these self- 


limited benign tumors is un- 
known. Because it often clears 
up without any treatment, it 
is hard to evaluate the effect 
of whatever treatment is used. 
When the lumps do not show 
any sign of disappearing spon- 
taneously, most authorities fa- 
vor the use of irradiation with 
X rays or freezing with car- 
bon dioxide snow.

market,
